Dunvegan 


when given to a babe 


The crops in the districts east of 
Edmonton along the C.N.R,, G.T.P., 
and the C.P.R. lines to as far as the 
Saskatchewam border for the most 
part, are in excellent condition, and 
the farmers in those parts anticipate 
one of the heaviest cropa in years 
With the exception of one or two dis 
tricts there has been sufficient rain | 
for all growth requirementa, and the 
crops are all much further advanced 
than in most years. 

In the Vermilion dietrict the early 
to ten inches 
high, and the growth has been very 
uniform throughout. The oats is also 
doing very good, and most of the bar- 
fey is well up and ia making mood 
progress. South of Vermilion and ip 
the Wainwright district crop condi- 
tions are very sirnilar. 

At Egerton even in parte of the 
district where the soll is very Hght. 
the crops are all in splendid condl- 
tion and with a continuapee of pre- 
sent weather condttiona a very heavy 
crop is expected. There was some 
frost in the Edgerton district some 
weeks ago which touched the top of 
the wheat crop, but the effects of 
frost are now hardly noficpable. 

Sedgewisk District. 

In the Sedgewick district for the 
most part there has been sufficient 
motsture, and the crops are in aplen- 
did condition. 

For the most'part the crops in 
these districts are very uniform indic- 
ating that there has ‘been an equal 
distribution of moisture, Up to the 
present no grasshoppers have been 
reported, and up to the present there 
are no indications that there will be 
any in these districts. 

Northern Reports. 

Weather is favorable to a wonder- 
ful growth of crops along tho line of 
the Edmonton, Dunvegan and British 
Columbia railway, and the Alberts 
and Great Waterways according to 
reports received by railway officials 
which, have reference to conditions 
existing during the past seven days. 

There have been about eight hours 
of rain in most M@estricts, and with 
the intermittent sunshine the growth 
is rapid and very favorable. Follow- 
ing are the reports of the various 
districts: 

Grande Pratrie——-Weather continues 
favorable for growth and crops are 
doing exceptionally well. 

Clairmont—Crops are all in good 
condition. Weather haa been cloud- 
ly, with intermittent sunshine and 
about eight hours rain.
